Descendant of Man - Ape 


:: ANIMAL MAY EXIST IN 


Ancestor Believed Living 


BORNEO, IS CLAIM _ : 


London, August 27.—What may 
prove to be a direct descendant of the 
common ancestor of man and the apes 
is living in the forests of Borneo, ac- 
cording to Sir Arthur Smith Wood- 
ward, former director of the British 
Natural History museum. 

All the evidence goes to show that 
man and the ape descended from a 
common ancestor, Sir Arthur said in 
reference to the Borneo animal. 

Wheregs apes adapted themselves to 
living in a forest, man adapted him- 
self to plains life where he was com- 
pelled to stand erect to survive. Sir 


Arthur said the theory of Dr. Wood 
Jones, of Adelaide university, Aus- 
tralia, that the ape descended from 
man was scarcely tenable. 

“There is no doubt that if the com- 
mon ancestor of man were living 
now,” Sir Arthur said, “he would be 
classed as an ape or a monkey. 

“The little Tarsius, an animal 
which inhabits the forests of Borneo, 
is believed by anthropologists to be 
more like the common ancestor of man 


‘ 
and ape than any other living creature. 

“Fossils strongly resembling the 
Tarsius have been found in the rocks 
of Europe and North America, and 
fossils of creatures belonging to the 
same group discovered in different 
places clearly indicate that this form 
of life was at one time to be met with 
in all parts of the northern hemis- 
phere. 

“Dr. Jones, in his theory of the de- 
scent of monkeys from man declared 
that the missing links between them 
were so ancient that they never would 
be found. That is absurd. Some day, 
the common ancestor wil! be found, 
and when found, in all probability he 
will be like this little animal, Tarsius. 
Palentologists are hopeful of finding 
him at any time. An American ex- 
pedition has just emerged from Mon- 
golia where the hunt is on for fos- 
silized remains of ancient man. There 
have been many suggestions as to the 
part of the earth originally inhabit- 
ed by man, but I should not be at all 
surprised if man’s cradle proved to 
have been Mongolia.”

Chicago, August 27.—The South- 
ern Association investigation, which 
threatened to flare up into a baseball 
scandal, turned out tonight to be a 
dud. 

Kenesaw Mountain Landis, baseball 
commissioner, after an exhaustive in- 
vestigation, announced he had found 
no justification for the charges pub- 
lished in the Nashville (Tenn.) Ban- 
per that Players Hichrodt and Roy, 
of the Nashville club, were to be 
switched to New Orleans via the 
Cleveland American club, which holds 
their contracts, to aid the New Or- 
leans club in winning the Southern 
association pennant. 

John D. Martin, president of the. 
Scuthern association, coneurred in 
Commissioner Landis’ decision, ab- 
solving’ Kichrodt and Roy and also . 
officials of the two elubs. 

How Charges Arose. 

The charges grew out of a story 
published in the Nashville Banner, in- 
timating that a scheme was brewing to 
trade certain players with Nashville 
who are under option from a major 
league club to the New Orleans team. 
Fichrodt and Roy were not speci- . 


fically named. but they were the only 
players on the team under a major 
league option. 

EK. S. Barnard, president of the 
Cleveland Americans, and LEichrodt 


told Commissioner Landis that the. 


story was preposterous. President 
Barnard said that Kichrodt had 
recalled so that the physician of the 
Cleveland club could personally treat 
him for an injured shoulder, and that 
when his condition permitted he . 
would be sent into the Cleveland 
line-up. 

President Heinemann and Manager 
Gilbert, of the New Orleans club, and 
Jimmy Hamilton, manager of the 
Nashville club, were among the- wit- 
nesses questioned by Commissioner 
Landis. In none of their testimony 
could Commissioner Landis find any 
basis for the reports hinting on a 
scandal. 

No Basis For Stigma. 

The commissioner, in his decision, 
found that the stigma of suspicion of 
wrong-doing cast upon Eichrodt and 
Roy, of Nashville, and Tucker, a play- 
er with the New Orleans-club, and 
also officials of the New Orleans team, 
was wholly without basis or justifica- 
tion. He said, however, that Mana- 
ger Hamilton, of the Nashville club 
is highly censurable for encouraging 
Ralph McGill, sports editor of The 
Banner, to publish the story. 

The commissioner summed up his . 
findings as follows: 

“Had Manager Hamilton given Me- 
Gill the facts, they would have com- 
pletely exonerated ‘Eichrodt and New 
Orleans of any suspicion of wrong-

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Memorial to Women of 
Gonfederacy Included in 
New Plans Submitted 
by Sculptor. 


BY H. C. HAMILTON. 
New models for the memorial on 


| Stone Mountain to the memory of the 


gona of the south who fought for the 
Confederacy were explained in great 
detail by Augustus Lukeman, sculp- 
tor, to members of the board of direc- 
tors of the Stone Mountain Confeder- 
ate Monumental association at a 
meeting Thursday at the Henry Grady 
hotel. They were given immediate 
approval of the directors. 


Embracing the origina! design of a 
monument carved on the scarp of the 
mountain, the sculptor also has in- 
cluded in his conception a hall of 
granite as a monument to the women 
of the Confederacy, a stadium under 
the shadow of the magnificent sculp- 
tured work, and a playground consist- 
ing of a lagoon and a terraced park. 

Only the central] group of three fig- 
ures—Davis, Lee and Jackson—were 
presented “Shursday for approval. ‘The 
model, consisting of nine figures, was 
presented, but only three of them were 
complete enough, according to Mr. 
Lukeman, for approval. The other 
six, he explained, were cast on the 
small model merely to show the design 
of his conception. 

In the forefront but behind Gen- 
eral Lee is the figure of Jefferson 
Davis, president of the Confederacy, 
riding a spirited horse. Over one 
shoulder is the flap of a riding cape, 
tossed back by the ection of the wind. 
His hat is in his right hand, pressed 
over the left breast. In front of his 
figure is that of General Lee, the 

redominant character of the yroup. 
ée is mounted on his thoroughbred, 
the historically famcus Traveler. His 
head is lowered and the grip of the 
eneral as he reins the horse is per- 
ectly portrayed. General Lee also 


holds his hat in his right hand, press- | 


ed against the left breast. General 
Stonewall Jackson rides behind, his 
fighting face surireunted by his hat 
pulled close down cver his forehead. 

These are the three figures of the 
central group and the model for their 
carving is completed. No more work 
remains to be done on them. To 
their rear and fading into the stone 
are two flag-bearers, presumably non- 
commissioned officers, the flags of the 
Confederacy curling over their heads. 
Behind these, grouped, will be the 
figures of four Confederate generals 
to be selected by the historical com- 
mittees of the 13 Confederate states. 
They have been cast into the general 
design merely to show what the fin- 
ished model will resemble. No par- 
ticular pains were taken to make 
them appear proportionately to the 
other figures in the group, it was ex- 
plained. 

The striking thing rbout the group, 
according to the sculptor himself, is 
the fact that every figure in the sculp- 
tured picture is in motion. 

New to the public is Mr. Lukeman’s 
conception of the _ finished work, 
which will impose upon its construc- 
tors a magnificent hall carved into 
the very mountain itself. This will

FLORIDA GASOLINE 
LEAGUE MUST PAY 
FOUR-CE NT TAX 


Bradenton, Fla., August 27.—(/)— 
The Sixteen-Cent Gasoline League of 
Bradenton this morning received a 
letter from Comptroller Ernest Amos, 
whose office is empowered with collec- 
tion of the four cents per gallon tax 
on gasoline, informing the league that 
it must pay that tax.

In the first place the drouth covers 
a comparatively small area, as meas- 
ured by the whole state. South Caro- 
lina feels it more keenly than we do. 
That is no consolation. Misery may 
luve company, but that fact in itself 
does not bring us any relief. We 
might look at western Texas, or Ari- 
zona or New Mexico or the other 
arid sections of the southwest, where 
one drouth year in three or four is 
the rule, and take some comfort, but 
that does mot get us anywhere. 

We want to look at the situation 
today as it is. 

In the acute drouth counties the 
fermers probably, taken as a_ unit, 
have no more than a bale and a half 
of cotton to the family. But that is 
somethrig. 

Let us assume that they owe for 


itheir fertilizers and their seeds, and 


for other supplies. Even 
that condition could be worse. Most 
of them will have to buy some feed 
and most of the food for a while, but 


io a large percentage of the farms 


there is something, perhaps much, 
that can be marketed—something that 


has perhaps been thrown away for 


waste. 


The point is, first of all, we don’t 


iwant to get discouraged in these 


drouth areas, and pull up and leave, 
and all that sort of thing, when the 
situation can be met. 

It is unusual. Perhaps such a 
drouth, which is out of the ordinary 
in Georgia, will not occur again in 
another half century: Let us meet 
the situation in a practical way, and 
let every banker and every business 
man cooperate to help the farmers 
who are stricken back to their feet. 

Let us see now if we really mean 
all of this talk about cooperation. 

To begin with we are—in the drouth 
four months nearer 


area—three or 


some good old-time satisfying rains | 
than we were three or four months ! 


ago. That is good weather logic. We 
are approaching the season for the 
magnificent winter grain and hay 
crops that we ought to have given 
more thought to in the past. 

The plan of sanity, and I'll say 
sound common sense, now, is to pre- 
pare to convert every acre this fall 
into grain fields—oats, rye, barley, 
hairy vetch, etc. 

Then next spring we will be able 
to pay back every dollar we borrow 
to do it with, have our lands in ex- 
cellent shape for the spring planting— 
and in the meantime learn that pure- 
bred hogs and chickens and small 
dairy herds shall be on every farm. 

Provided, of course, we carry the 
plan to its proper end, and get the co- 
operation we need from our business 
neighbors.

Anyhow, it always seemed to me 
that, instead of meeting once a year 
in convention, the Georgia Bankers’ 
association and the Country Bankers’ 
association should meet whenever con- 
ditions demand it—twelve times a 
year, if necessary. Certainly at this 
time the bankers should takez steps 
to make a survey of agricultural con- 
ditions in Georgia. They should know 
just what counties are prospering and 
just what counties and localities are 
in distress. They should expend whit- 
ever time and money may be necessary 
to obtain definite and accurate infor- 
They should not depend upon 
reports, nor ur” casual conversations 
with men from different counties, but 
should get the information first-hand. 
When all this information has been 
collected, steps should be taken to 
come to the relief of the counties and 
the localities that are suffering. And 
the prosperous agricultural sectior of 
the state—including prosperous farm- 
ers themselves—can enter most ac- 
ceptably into such a coordination. 

Farm hands are in great demand 
in some sections of south Georgia to- 
day, and at good wages—one dollar 
a hundred for picking cotton for in- 
stance. Hundreds of north Georgia 
farms in the drouth area can send 
one or two of the family to help south 
Georgia harvesting, while others at 
home can get busy preparing for the 
winter cover crops. That will bring 
in some ready money. 

Then with proper bank cooperation, 
where cooperation is actually needed 
and will be properly capitalized, the 
fertilizer, seeds, supplies, etec., may be 
obtainable for the fall planting. 

Those of us in the drouth area 
must simply go in our full length on 
grain, cover and pasturage caops—and 


in poultry and hogs and begin to cash .

Die with you bects on if possible, 
but heed the advice cf one honest shoe 
dye manufacturer and never dye your 
shoes with your shoes on unless it is 
your aim to die that way. This lone- 
some manufacturer prints such a 
warning label on the carton. The 
reason for this is that the dye con- 
tains nitrobenzene, a solvent derived 
from coal tar, and this anilin is a poi- 
son which so changes the blood that 
the victim turns blue (cyanosis), be 
comes dizzy, weak and perhaps dies. 
There are many such dyes on the mar- 
ket, but most of them carry no such 
warning, and a considerable number 
of cases of poisoning of this nature 
have already occurred. Operators of 
shoe shining and repair shops are 


generally foreigners who are unable 
to read such a warning, even if it 
appears on the shoe dye package, or 
if they have learned to read they are 
incapable of realizing the risk involved 
in the use of such dyes, and so they 
ignore the warning in order to “dye 
your shoes while you wait.” There 
are good dyes available which con- 
tain no such poisons, but nitroben- 
zene (or anilin) is cheaper than some 
other solyents which might serve the 
purpose. The safe course, for one 
who seeks to, have tan or light-colored 


jshoes dyed a darker color or black 


is to let the shoes stand at least 24 
hours after the dye is applied before 
wearing them again. 

A boy aged 17 dyed his shoes blaek 
and put them on within an hour. A 
few hours later he became blue, dizzy 
and faint, and began vomiting. 
physicians was called, noted the cyano- 
sis (blue discoloration of skin, lips, 
nails) and ordered the shoes removed. 
Next day the boy was better. The 
dye contained anilin. 

An athletie girl about 16 dyed her 
suede shoes black and. soon became 
dizzy and turned blue and _ began 
vomiting. She complained of chills 
and headache as she was put to bed. 
Next morning, an hour after dressing, 
the symptom recurred, and she re- 
mained nauseated and cyanotic 
(blue) all day. After that she did 
not wear the slippers and had no fur- 
ther trouble. 

A young man, eged 20, syed his 
shoes black and wore them'‘to a 
dance, suffering the ..ame poisoning 
with a fatal ouftee*ue. ; 

These are Long nine new cases 
of shoe dv* “soning reported by the 
Wis@e .o1.. state toxicologist, Dr. C. 
Muehlberger, who found record 
of 47 other cases in the medical lit- 
erature. 

Such dyes containing either nitro- 
benzene or anilin are unsafe to ap- 
ply to shoes on the feet, and it is un- 
safe to wear shoes so dyed until they 
have dried very thoroughly, which 
takes at least 24 hours. 

Nitrobenzene costs only half as 
much as anilin an! is therefore the 
usual solvent in such ~shoe_ dyes, 
though anilin is quite as poisonous. 
Nitrobenzene has vn offensive pun- 
gent and nauseating odor, however, 
much worse than anilin. 

No doubt the 50-odd cases of shoe- 
dye poisoning that are reported in 
medical literature represent only a 
small fraction of the actual total. 
The public is unaware of the danger 
of this new kind of poisoning. Prob- 
ably the nature of the trouble is never 
recognized in the majority of cases, 
the victim going t» bed or being put 
to bed and the shoes being removed 
for that purpose. 

The poison enters the system 
through inhalation of the volatile sol- 
vent, not through absorption of the 
dye through the skin of the feet. So 
don’t tuck the shoes under the pil- 
low.

Ave Caesar! 


Benito Mussolini, dictator of Italy, 
has delighted the world with the state- 
ment that he regards Julius Caesar as 
his proto-type. He wants to follow 
the example of the man, who shed the 
greatest lustre of the centuries “both 
in culture and strategy” on the name 
of Rome. But the historian tells us 
in one phrase the cause of Caesar’s 
downfall, a cause which means a 
strange and ‘fascinating analogy to 
the case of Mussolini: “At Rome 
Caesar could not overcome the ingrain- 
ed love of liberty which refused ‘o 
bear the yoke of an absolute mon- 
arch.” Caesar had taken Alexander 
the Great as his model. He recog- 
nized the Macedonian as a kindred 


spirit, who already had demonstrated 
the facility of overriding constitu- 
tional forms and European democ- 
racy by accepting divince homage 
from servile Orientals. Alexander had 
proved that by assuming the position 
of a demi-god, a being in which credu- 
lous Asiatics were ready to believe, 
he could rid himself of the necessity 
of respecting the past achievements 
of the people and their time-honored 
customs. Caesar followed that ex- 
ample. In Rome he had invited a 
movement to elevate him to divine 
honors, a state in which he would be 
exempt from observing constitutional 
requirements which obstructed his way 
toward needed reforms. We know 
that these were Caesar’s plans from 
Antony, a man who was his secret 
counsel.

He says 
that the government has given in this 
time, but if the time comes again that 
the government is challenged, “the 
British community will demand that 
there be no surrender.” “The govern- 
ment will then marshal all its re- 
sources and act in a manner that will 
astonish the forces of anarchy all 
over the world.” It cannot be gain- 
said that if a minority of the people 
can enforce their demands upon the 
majority by threats of strikes and sub- 
sequent disaster, it is impossible to 
speak of constitutional government. It 
is also deplorable that the British 
miners should adopt this method of 
direct action, so absolutely in con- 
tradiction with the avowed declara- 
tions of their leaders that they seek 
reforms only by the legitimate path of 
ordinary evolution. Threatening in- 
dustrial chaos may bring the govern- 
ment around to their wishes for once, 
but the procedure is revolutionary, 
something that will not be tolerated by 
the mass of the British nation.

French Walloon churches and Cal- 
vinist churches in Holland and Swit- 
zerland plan to erect a small museum 
at Noyen, France, to the memory of 
Dr. Jean Calvin, the great Protestant 
reformer. Calvin was born in France, 
studied at the college of St. Barbe in 
Paris where curiously enough he cary- 
ed his name in the wall just beneath 
that of Ignatius de Loyola, founder 
of the Society of Jesus, the most mili- 
tant of Catholic orders. Calvin gain- 
ed. his greatest strength in Geneva.

Before Western “Vigilantes” 


New York, August 27.—Bank rob- 
bers and their other bandit kin are 
pouring in ever increasing numbers, 


out of the middle-west, which has sud- 
denly grown too hot to hold them, into 
the wealthier and not-quite-so-ruthless 
east, their ancient stamping ground. 
Police officers and insurance experts 
are taking notice of this emigration 
eastward. 

There was a time when the middle- 
west was considered very fair game. 
Its cities, grown up too fast Jidn’t 
understand these big city erooks who 
shot and stole and laughed at clumsy 
police efforts to check them. 

An intolerable situation arose. 
Bankers lived in daily fear of a sud- 
den visit of an automobile load of 
men, whose automatics checked their 
victims while they scooped up loot, 
cut telephone wires and fled.. 

Then came an awakening. It soon 
was renlized that it did little good to 
call police after a bank had been loot- 
ed and the bandits had flown. 

Now, with vigilantes operating in 
many of the western centers, William 
B. Joyce, chairman of the National 
Surety company, has warned the east 
that the bandits are coming back 
where marksmanship is not so deter- 
mined nor so accurate. 

“New York’s crime scourges of the 


past may look like a Sunday school 
pienie if something is not done to 
blockade cities on the Atlantic coast,” 
Joyce says. “Crooks simply will not 
work. Chased out of the middle west 
they are fleeing to other sections, es- 
peciaily this one. 

“We have competent, well-organized 
police in the east. But bank robbers 
must be doalt with on the spot. I 


yam not sure but what the ‘vigilance’ 


idea wouldn’t work here too.’’ 

Iowa was the first to act, in arm- 
ing its citizens to combat banditry, 
Frank Warner, secretary of the Iowa 
State Bankers’ association, three years 
ago revived the old western “vigilan- 
tes’’ system. Indiana and Illinois 
followed suit. and the system is now 
spreading. 

In recent bank robberies in these 
three states robbers have been met 
with posses of townsmen, armed w'th 
rifles, sawed-off shotguns and large 
but extremely effective pistols. It was 
some time before the new state of 
affairs was firmly impressed upon the 
minds of crookdem. hut now the ban- 
dits have reacted—by getting out. 

Even the rewards for bandit-bag- 
ging rose, now ranging from $1,000 to 
35.000. And a dead bandit brings a 
greater reward than .a live one! 
Thrifty westerners who chance across 
a bandit are not likely to forget that.

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Herman Fights Kid Kaplan 
To Draw in Title Battle

Waterbury, Conn., August 27 
Louis “Kid” Kaplan, late of Omsk, 
Russia, now @ citizen of Meriden, 
Conn., was receiving Thursday nigbt. 
He received a fairly stout clubbing 
from the active knuckles of Babe Her- 
man, the prune-picking Portuguese of 
California, and then received the bet- 
ter of it from the referee who gave a 
draw decision, and saved the feather- 
weight championship of the world for 
Kaplan, although from this angle of 
the ring it appeared that Kaplan had 


It was a pretty sprightly fight, but 
as harmless as a maypole dance, for 
Herman rolled far to windward of 
most of Kaplan's crude swings at 
the head and Babe's own shots which 
went thudding against Louis, the 
Kid's, concrete skull, were not the 
kind which unhinge the knees and 
starts cookoos twittering in the clock 
tower. 

Jimmy Kelly, an Italian restau- 
ranteur from the artistic environs of 
Greenwich Village, who used to be 
a fighter himself and has ears like 
the leaves of a rubber plant to prove 
as much, was behind Babe Herman as 
manager and director of strategy. 

When he saw Jack Sheehan, of 
Boston, raise the soggy right mitts 
of Herman and Kaplan together, in- 
dieating that the fight was a draw in 
his opinion, Kelly swung around: the 
ringside, ripping his way through the 
crowd, demanding the blood of the 
Connecticut boxing commission and 


vowing never again to eat nutmeg, ;

orchards. 

Signor Kelly was resolutely stroked 
on the nose by the walking gear of 
several Connecticut gendarmes and 
dissuaded frc__ihis evil purpose. 

Kaplan Got $15,000. 


Kaplan got $15,000, if the promoters 
have told the truth, for defending the 
championship, and Herman's pay was 
Pitermen gave Kaplan an efficient 
lathering in all but a few of the en- 
ergetic but uniformly eventless rounds.

From this point it seemed that Her- 
man outscored Kaplan in the rushes, 
beating him to the punches’ with 
rights to the heart and jaw as the 
featherweight king came thundering 
at him. The little ball-yard was pret- 
ty well peopled with customers, most 
of whom are more or less intimate 
neighbors of Louis and the voice of 
the mob, as the fight whirled along

MeGill interviewed Secretary Lillard 
and Manager Hamilton, of Nashville, 
and informed them of the various ru- 
mors about Ejichrodt, which were the 
basis of the article. He also read the 
article to Hamilton before its publi- 


‘cation and was advised ‘to go ahead 


with it.’. MeGill’s good faith is clear. 
Unfortunaély, Hamilton failed’ to 
frankly disclose to him the most perti-

“The commissioner finds that the 
stigma of suspicion of wrongdoing 
that has been cast upon Ejichrodt and 
Roy and upon Tucker and the New 
Orleans officials is wholly without 
basis or justification and that Man- 
ager Hamilton, knowing the truth, 
is highly censurable for encouraging 
to publish the story.

MARTIN MAKES STATEMENT 
BACKING UP LANDIS. 

Chicago August 27.—(/)—John D. 
Martin, president of the Southern as- 
sociation, tonight issued a statement 
backing up Commissioner Landis in 
clearing up the threatened scandal in 
the league. President Martin's state- 
ment, in full, follows: 

“On ‘Tuesday, August 18, the Mem- 
phis office of the Associated Press 
called my attention to an article pub- 
lished in The Nashville (Tennessee) 
Banner of Sunday, August 16, in which 
it was stated that rumors were in cir- 
culation to the effect that two Nash- 
ville players while in New Orleans 
had been appfoached by an alleged of- 
ficial of the New Orleans club, and 
told that if they ‘went rotten’ with 
the Nashville club and were returned 
to their major league club there would 
be a good chance of their getting on 
the New Orleans club and in the 
pennant money. 

“This was the first intimation of 
any such rumor that came to me, 


jimimediately instituted a searching in- 


vestigation by wiring the president 
and also the manager of the Nash 
ville club to have all players of the 
Nashville club report to me for exam 
ination in Nashville the following 
morning at 10 o'clock. I also wired 
Ralph McGill, of the Nashville Ban- 
ner, whose name was signed to the 
article, and requested him to meet me 
for the purpose of ni fll in- 
formation in his Li:, Me- 


Gill appeared and testified fully and 
frankly under oath. 

“In the course of this investigation, 
44 witnesses have heen examined under 
oath, each separately and apart, and 
a transcript of all the evidence has 
been made, consisting of more than 
500 typewritten pages. The full rec- 
ord in the case will be on file and 
open to inspection by the representa- 
tives of any newspaper or press assu- 
ciation at the office of the Southern 
association in Memphis, so that the 
public may be fully apprised of all 
the facts. 

“Every ball player on both the 
Nashville and New Orleans clubs and 
also the pvesident, secretary and man- 
ager of each club was examined, and 
every person mentioned by Mr. McGill 
as having furnished him with any in- 
formation upon which he based his ar- 
ticle, was called upon to testify, and 
did. Kvery person mentioned by any 
one as knowing anything about this 
matter was summoned and appeared 
and answered questions under oath. 

“Ali of the evidence taken by me 
was presented to Judge Landis in 
transcript form, and certified by sev- 
eral court reporters, transcribing the 
proof. Several of the most important 
witnesses were examined in Chicago 
by Judge Landis and myself. 

“I think Judge Landis has reached 
the truth and justice of this case, and 
I fully concur in his decision and 
agree with his opinion. 

“The suggestion of wrong-doing in 
this entire matter on the part of any 
official or player of the New Orleans 
club has been proven to be as unrea- 
sonable and untrue as the vanorings of 
a midsummer night’s dream.” 


GILBERT IS GRATIFIED: 
AT LANDIS’ DECISION. 

Memphis, Tenn., August 27.—(C?)— 
Larry Gilbert, manager of the New 
Orleans Southern association élub, 
had no comment to make tonight on 
the decision of K. M. Landis, base- 
ball commissioner, finding rumors of 
a possible “scandal” in Southern 
league haseball without foundation, 
other than to express’ gratification 
and declare that the inquiry had ended 
as he had felt certain that it would. 

“T knew nothing of any happening 
such as was alleged and was confi- 
dent all along that the inquiry would 
prove conclusively that the allega- 
tions were without foundation,’ Gil- 
bert said.

The opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 1 point to a decline of 4 
points. There was considerable trade 
buying and covering promoted by rela- 
tively steady Liverpool cables, but 
the demand was soon supplied by over- 
night selling orders and the market 
made new low ground for the move- 
ment during the middle of the day. 
Selling was inspired by favorable 
southern weather advices, reports of 
an easy spot basis in some of the 
southern markets and continued talk 
of increased hedging. 

October broke to 22.65 and January 
sold off to 22.38, making net declines 
of about 12 to 15 points on the gen-

Paris, August 27.—The French 
cabinet is considering the British prop- 
osition for funding the French debt 
to Britain in 62 annual payments. 


Premier Painleve called a cabinet 
council as soon as Minister of Finance 
Caillaux arrived from London with 
the’ British proposal. Caillaux’s 
cheerful confidence indicates that he 
expects his cabinet colleagues to accept 
the proposition, which he has placed 
before them in detail. 

Press comment is markedly re- 
strained, with the Liberte speaking 
the mind of a good many Frenchmen 
in an editorial putting responsibility 
for the direction of future events up 
to the Franco-American: debt negotia- 
tions which soon are to begin in 
Washington. 

“With the question of debts settled,” 
comments Liberte, “the door would 
open to a brilliant future: the danger 
of bankruptcy would fade. All de- 
pends upon the Americans, and wheth- 
er they will demand a greater sacrifice 
than London.” 

The Temps also emphasizes the im- 
portance of the American attitude, 
saying: 

“The debt to London can hang fire 
pending the more important negotia- 
tions in Washington.”

Washington, August 27.—()-—A 
solution for the Mexican immigration 
problem was the goal set by American 


and Mexican labor leaders who met 
in conference today at American Fed- 
eretion of Labor headquarters at the 
call of William Green, president of 
the American body. 

The executive committee of the 
Pan-American Federation of Labor 
also was called to meet at the same 
time to consider plans for an intensive 
drive to expand the organization of 
wage earners in Latin-American coun- 
tries, but there were indications that 
this meeting would be deferred until 
after the immigration conference. 

Two methods of bringing about 
settlement of the Mexican immigra- 
tion question were before the confer- 
ence——a recommendation to both the 
Mexican and American governments 
supported by the two labor organiza- 
tions has been suggested as one pos- 
sible outcome, while the second might 
be an inter-labor agreement by which 
‘the two organizations would -restrict 
the movement. of their own nationals. 

President Green assured the Mexi- 
enn delegates in a welcoming address 
thnt he has the same interest and 
fellowship for the labor movement in 
Mexico as had the late labor leader, 
Samuel Gompers. 

Luis N. Morones, minister of in- 
dustry, commerce and labor of Mexico, 
replied that the Mexican federation 
of labor has every confidence in the 
American federation.
